Believe Two Drowned at Echo Beach; 
Boat Disappears 


C ( )RN\\ El ,1 .S I ll IGI I I S, (Tut. I— Rescue workers rush­ 
ed to Echo Beach it I 0.-45 this morning when it was reported 
that t sailboat was seen to be capsized in the Delaware River, 
with two passengers tossed in the Writer apparently struggling 
to keep afloat. 
Within a few minutes both the sail boat and individuals, 
believed to be men or boys, had disappeared. 
At noontime no trace of either tile craft nor the two per­ 
sons had been found. 
Acc ording to Joseph Burns, Bristol, who had made a trip 
to the I* •nnsylvama Salt C o., here, for his employer, William 
C. Dougherty, Bristol, he noticed that a sailboat Iud capsized 
at a point in the midde of the river. 
I Ie also saw in the water 
Mwo struggling forms. Calling to others at the plant to make 
certain his eyes were not deceiving him, Burns burr edly had 
telephone messages put through for help. 
Bucks ( minty Rescue Squad members of Croydon quick­ 
ly responded with ambulance and boat. Although nothing 
could be seen of the craft, crews at once* began grappling for 
the individuals who are believed to have drowned. 
Residents of Ex ho Beach area were* unable to determine 
lo whom the* boat belonged, or who the occupants might have 
been, stating they felt the craft was not from that section o I the 
waterfront.
